Ifad a fine time coming across, al- 
tluninh it sot tiresome as the niischi f 
afler three or four days out. It was a 
lillle bard f^etiiim arcuslomed to 
sleeping in liammockH and being toss- 
ed about tint we were getting used 10 
it by the time we got across. 

We have been to two or three dir- 
ferent camps and are now settled pc 
manently at an Bnglish flying fic' 1 
Where we are now there are 01. ly 
three American Squadrons, that :a 
only about four hundred men. \ e 
are all working at our different trai s 
and are gutting accustomed to lie 
ICngllsli methods of working I ain 
now working in Ibe engine repair il - 
Iiartinent. repairing engines. MoFily 
everything they use over bere are Ibe 
notary's. They have yuite a few ac- 
cidents ami s<i you see we have plenty 
of work. We have it right nice o. er 
bere, living In barracks. We are n 
British rations and don't get quite .is 
much to eat as we did in the Stat s, 
but take It It aa a whole we are f t- 
tlng along fine. 

Everything Is different here thai, it 
Is back home, seems to be old fashlo'i- 
ed. Wo spent two or three days >n 
trains and have seen quite a bit of 
Knulaml. One amusing thing o\ r 
lu're are tbe trains. Tbe engi , s 
would make good sized dinkeys u.i 1 
Ibeir cars are about the size of ours 
but are divided into compartments 
lioliling eight people each. .Ml the 
lime we have been here 1 haven't seen 
but two or three wooden houses. Ev- 
erything is made of brick, wood is ho 
scarce. 

The Bnglish people sure treat us 
royal and we get along with them 
quite well, although they have a lot 
of different ways than us. We are 
called 'Yanks every place and are 
looked upon as quite a novelty. 

Don't know how long we will be In 
England and the way the war looks 
now, don't look like we will be need- 
ed across bere iniicli longiT \\"e can't 
write as nun b us ue would like on ac- 
count of tbe censorsbi|i, so Will Close 
for this time. With love,

Several of I ho iium < iKints complain- 
ed of the ordoi- .-iKkcd llip hiiard 
to rescind their nrtioti. A nioeliim 
of the Hoard wiis held last iii^lit and 
the followinn onler was iiiadi': 

After full considcraliiin and after 
hearing statements from the Binall 
number of grocers who objected to 
withdrawing their fruits and vege- 
tattlea from the gidewalks; we the 
Board of Health of the city of Mays- 
Tille, knowing that it ia our duty to 
the people of the city, to protect their 
V' 'fh In "f possible way and af- 
ter lia\lng icqiicsted all grocers to 
keep their fruits and veRetables and 
all other food piothuls off tlie side- 
walks where the same i^l subjected to 
the dust, flies, and oilier lillli of the 
streets, and Ihereby liecoiniMj; con- 
taminated and renderinu the same nn- 
eafe and, possibly, unfit for iiuman 
consumption do now order that all 
food products be Icept off the side- 
walka and inside the stores that the 
aame may not be aubieoted to any more 
contamination than la poaslble. We 
know that in doing this, we are not 
pretending, but protecting the public 
health and we hone that the people of 
Maysvllle will fully appreciate the po- 
altlon of the Board and also its ac- 
Uon. 

All wlio fail lo eomiilv with tliis or- 
der will subject tliemselves to the 

■ penaltiea of tlie law.

A special meeting of the Board of 
Directors of the Maysvllle Chamber 
of Commerce. waa hold in the Cham- 
ber of Commerce rooms yesterday af- 
ternoon to hear Mr. John Young, of 
Connoraville, Ind., in regard to or- 
ganising a Boya' Band In MaysTille. 

Mr. Tomig'S plan is tliat the Cham-

The Connersvllle Chamber of 'Com- 
meroe band Which Mr. Toung is now 
directing haa given many concerts 
throughout the atate, having played 'at 
the state fair at Indianapolis and 
many of t^e county faira. Mr. Young 
also statea that the band haa partici- 
pated in aeveral events in Cincinnati. 
They have also given a concert in 
the park In their home city every Sun- 
day afternoon ami 'riiursday evening 
since their on;aiiizalion. 

Ho agrees to form a Itoys' Band in 
.Maysvllle and have Ibeni ready for 
concert work in tgn weeks. Kvery 
one greatly feels the need of a baud 
in Maysvllle and Mason county and It 
is to be hoped that the Chamber of 
Commerce may be able to secure the 
services of Mr. Young and his wife. 

The boys' band may be considered 
lightly by some of our^ dtisens but 
.ve would inform aay that might be 
ikeptical In regard to such an un- 
dertaking that all well organized and 
veil directed boys' bands arc proving 
lig successes. The boys' band has 
iiany advantages such as not being 
ubject lo the draft, business or pro-
